Whereas theRegional Plan forGoa has been published in the Official 
Gazette , Series Ill, No. 37 of 11-12-1986 (hereinafter referred to as " said 
Regional Plan " ). 


And , whereas the Government is of the opinion that revision of the 
certain provisions of the said Regional Plan is necessary . 


In exercise of the powers conferred on mıc under Section 115 & 116 
of the Motor Vehicles Act , 1988 (Central Act 59 of 1988 ) 
read with Government Notification No. 5 /28 / 89 / 1P7 (Part ) dated 
26-8-1989 and at the request of Executive Engineer, W. D. VII (NH ). 
P. W. D., Panaji to enable him to take up the work of repairs to the 
stretch of road between Panaji and Ribandar on NH 4A and as 
recommended by the Superintendent of Police ( Traffic ). Panaji , 1 
hereby order the diversion /plying of Traffic w.e.f. 1-2-1999 to 
15-4-1999 on the said stretch of road as shown herebelow : 


And ,whereas under Section 17 of theGoa Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1974 (hereinafter referred to as the " said Act" ), the Govertiment 
has directed the Chief Town Planner to undertake the revision of the 
said Regional Plan . 


1. The traffic proceeding towards Panaji from Ribandar shall be 

allowed to ply on the stretch of Panaji-Ribandar road from 
6.00 a. m . to 3.00 p . !n . 


And , whereas the Chief Town Planner has carried out necessary 
surveys /studies of the concerned areas and referred the proposals to the 
Town and Country Planning Board . 


2. Similarly traffic proceeding from Ribandar towards - Panaji 

between 3.00 p . m . 10 6.00 p . m . will be diverted from Ribandar 
via Chimbel-Merces road . 


And, whereas the Board in its 84th (adjourned ) meeting considered 
the case for the revision and changes needed to be made in the said Regional 
Plan in terms of the Section 12 of the said Act and approved the same. 


3. The traffic going from Panaji to Ribandar between 6.00 a . m . 

to 3.00 p . m . shall be diverted from Kadamba Bus Stand via 
Merces-Chimbel and will come out at Ribandar. 


4. Similarly the traffic proceedings towards Ribandar from Panaji 

shall be allowed to ply on the stretch of Ribandar- Panaji road 
from 3.00 p . m . to 6.00 p . m . 


5. During the diversion , no vehicles shall be parked on 

Ribandar- Chinbel-Merces road . 


Now , therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 13 
of the said Act, the Chief Town Planner hereby notifies the below 
mentioned proposed changes in the said Regional Plan for information 
of the persons likely to be affected , thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the copies of the maps and notes containing the proposed changes 
are available for the purpose of inspection in the Office of Town and 
Country Planning Department, Old Goa Medical Coliege Complex , 
Panaji-Goa . The Collector of North Goa, Panaji (for North Goa Villages ) 
and the Collector of South Goa, Margao (for South Goa Villages) and 
in the Office of respective Mamlatdars for a period of two months with 
effect from date of publication ofthis Notification in the OfficialGazette . 


6. In case of functions or big events like Carnival, Holy , P.W.D. 

work shall remain closed as per the advice of Traffic Police ,

therein diversion / timing for the purpose of regulating the 
motor vehicular traffic .
